CHAPTER I. 

O the American mind the Kaiser is the per- 
sonification of Germany. He is the arch- 
enemy upon whom the world places the 
responsibility for this most terrible of all wars. 
I have sat face to face with him in the palace at 
Berlin where, as the personal representative and 
envoy of the President of the United States, I had 
the honor of expressing the viewpoint of a great 
nation. I have seen him in the field as the com- 
. manding General of mighty forces, but I also have 
seen him in the neutral countries through which 
I passed on my return home and in my own be- 
loved land—in the evidence of intrigue and plot- 
ting and which is today ‘‘the Thing,” as President 
Wilson calls it, which has brought the American 
people face to face with Kaiseriam.in.thegreatest 
conflict of all history. 
’ “What manner of man is he? What is his char- 
acter? How much was he responsible for what 
has happened? How much his General Staff? 

What of the Crown Prince and what of the 
neutral peoples and their rulers whom Germany 
has intimidated and would fain subjugate if it suit- 
ed her purpose? These are the questions I shall 
attempt to answer out of my experiences in Ger- 
many and my contacts with the rulers of other 
countries in my journeys to and from Berlin 
and Washington. 

To illustrate the craft of the Kaiser, I believe I 
can perform no better service to Americans than 
to reveal an incident which has not hitherto been 
published. It occurred at the New Year's recep- 
tion of 1914, when the. Ambassador’s of all the 
foreign countries represented at the German 
court were ranged in a large room at the palace. 
They stood about six feet apart in the order of 
their residence in Berlin. The Kaiser and his 
aids entered the room, and the Emperor spoke 
a few minutes to each envoy. He varried longest 
with the Turkish Ambassador and myself, thereby 
arousing the curiosity of the other diplomats, who 
suspected that the Kaiser did more than merely 
exchange the greetings of the season. He did. 
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Kaiser Personally Strove to Sow 
Discord Between U.S. and Japan 


What the German Emperor said to me interests 
every American because it shows his subtlety of 
purpose. The Kaiser talked at length to me about 
what he called Japan’s designs on the United 
States. He warned me that Mexico was full of 
Japanese spies and an army of Japanese Colonels. 
He also spoke about France, saying that he had 
made every effort to make up with France; that 
he had extended his hand to that country, but that 
the French had refused to meet his overtures; 
that he was through and would not try again to 
Beal the breach between France and Germany! 

All this was in 1914, six months before the out- 
y break of the European war. Little did I know 
- then what the purpose was back of that conver- 
sation, but it is clear now that the Emperor 
wished to have the Government of the United 
States persuaded through me that he was really 
trying to keep Europe at peace and that the re- 
sponsibility for what was going to happen would 
be on France. The German is so skillful at in- 
trigue that he seeks even in advance of an ex- 
pected offensive to lay the foundation for self- 
justification. 

But the reference to Japan and alleged hostility 
against us on the part of fanciful hordes of Jap- 
anese in Mexico made me wonder at the time. 
There were many evidence subsequent to that 
New Year's day reception of an attempt to alie- 
nave us from Japan; as a climax to it all as a 
clarification of what the Emperor had in mind 
came the famous Zimmermann note— the tnstruc- 
tions to the German Minister in Mexico to align 
both Japan and Mexico against us when we en- 
tered the war against Germany!

Emperor William deliberately wrote and pub- 
lished, for instance, such a statement as this: 
“From childhood I have been influenced by five 
men: Alexander the Great, Julius Caesar, The- 
doric II, Frederick the Great and Napoleon. Each 
of these men dreamed a dream of world empire. 
They failed. I have dreamed a dream of German 
world empire and my mailed fist shall succeed.” 

Could any declaration of a life’s ambition be 
more explicit? -It seems impossible for human 
ambition to stand still. Either a man loses all 
stimulus of self and becomes as spiritless as a 
fagged animal or ambition drives him always on— 
he is never content with any success achieved. 
The millionaire, to whom the first million, when 
he was a boy, seemed the extreme limit of human 
wealth and desire, presses on insatiably with the 
first million in his pocket, more restless, more 
dissatisfied, than the hungry farmer’s boy who 
first carries his ambitions to the great city. 

When these zealous, scheming men gain the 
power of kingship they usually bring disaster 
to their country. Their subjects find no com- 
pensation in the personal ambitions which hurry 
a nation into the miseries of war. Better Charles 
II dallying with his ringleted mistresses than an 
Alexander the Great; better Henry the Fourth of 
France, the “‘ever-green gallant,”’ than Frederick 
the Great bathing his p@ople in blood. “Happy 
nations have no history.”

On the Emperor's table his wine glasses, 
rather cups, are of silver.

Someone far down the table will lift his glass, 
look at you and smile. You are then expected to 
lift your glass and drink with him and then both 
bow and smile over the glasses. As the Emperor

The Emperor is out of uniform only on rare oc- 
casions, Occasionally when in a foreign country 
he has appeared in civilian dress. He appears to 
much better advantage in uniform than in civilian 
attire. Although uniformed while at sea as an 
Admiral, his favorite uniform is really that of the 
Hussars. 

In conversation, the Emperor reminds one very 
much of Roosevelt, of a polite Roosevelt, talking 
with the same energy, the same _ violence of 
gesture and of voice so characteristic of our great 
ex-President. When the Emperor talks all his 
attention is given to you and all his mental en- 
In this 
violence of manner and voice he seems not at all 
German. The average German is neither exuber- 
ant nor soft-spoken, but mild-mannered. 

His favorite among his ancestors is William 
of Orange. Once he attended a fancy dress ball 
in costume and makeup copied from the well- 
known picture of that Prince. The Emperor is 
strongly built and is about 5 feet 9 inches tall. He 
sits well on his horse and walks, too, with head 
erect and shoulders thrown back—a picture of mil- 
itary precision. 

A friend of mine who was present at Kiel with 
bis yacht in 1910 tells me that when all the 
yachts and warships had been assembled along the 
long narrow waterway which constituted that har- 
bor, with the crews lined up on deck or manning 
the yards, with bands crashing and banners float- 
ing, the Hohenzollern slowly steamed into the 
harbor and passed lazily and majestically through 
the waiting ships.

No More Autocratic Ruler in 
the World Than the Emperor | 


Experts in insanity say that the Roman Em- 
perors, as soon as they attained the rule of the 
world, were made mad by the possession of that 
stupendous power. The scepter of Emperor Wil- 
liam is mighty. No more autocratic influence 
proceeds from any other monarch or ruler. But, 
you will say, how about our President in time of 
war? Great power can safely be given to a Presi- 
dent. Our Presidents have all risen from the 
Usually they have gone through the school 
of hard knocks. And there are ways of keeping 
them abreast of the people. 

It is told that hidden from public view, 
crouched down in the chariot in which the suc- 
cessful Roman Proconsvl or. General drove fri- 
umphantly through the crowded streets of Rome, 
was a slave celebrated for his impertinence, whose 
duty it was to make the honored one feel that, 
after all, he was nothing more than an ordinary 
mortal blessed with a certain amount of good 
luck.

So in America the press, serious and comic, 
takes the place of the humble Roman and throws 
enough cold water on the head of any temporarily 
successful American to reduce it to normal pro- 
portions. Besides, the President knows that some 
day he must return to the ranks, live again with 
his neighbors, seek out the threads of a lost law 
practice or eke out a livelihood on the Chautauqua 
circuit in the discomfort of tiny hotels, traveling 
in upper berths instead of private cars and eating 
on lunch stools in smail stations instead of in 
the sumpttious surroundings of presidential lux- 
ury.

Secretary 'McAdoo’s appeal, approved by the | 
President, to city and state authorities to grant | 
increased fares and other relief to public utili- | 
ties, wherever it is needed and possible, in order | 
to assure good service, has a basis of justice.

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MORE WAR GARDENEBS. 

The call to arms for the war gardners was 
sounded at New Orleans last week and the early 
reports indicate an increase of more than 20 
per cent of spade and hoe soldiers egioaae the 
Kaiser. 

The call was sounded a week onutien” in parts 
of Texas and ‘the managers of the campaign in 
that State are so encouraged by early enlistments 
‘that they predict that by the time that entire 
State gets to the garden’ season, for it takes sev- 
eral weeks for the planting season-to extend en- 
tirely over Texas, that more than 500,000 war gar- 
dens will be planted. The term “war gardens” is 
used to distinguish the emergency gardens from 
the plots of those who raise gardens every year, 
either for sport, exercise or economy. These 
500,000 war gardens, the leaders estimate, will 
produce more than $12,000,000 worth of vegetables. 
It is notable that the early sales of seeds in both 
of these communities have run largely to beans, 
cabbage and other forms of food that might be 
considered meat substitutes. Last year the war 
gardners gave preference to lettuce, radishes and 
other articles that may be regarded as luxuries. 

A warning has been sounded for an economy of 
seed. There is danger of a scarcity of many 
kinds of seed, it is reported. Also it is said that 
some seed houses have distributed their stocks 
to local dealers pro rata to communities, and have 
no reserve. The State committeemen in both 
Louisiana and Texas are doing their utmost to 
conserve seed. They say there will be plenty if it 
is carefully used, but none must be wasted. Also, 
they advise gardeners to carefully estimate their 
needs, by planning ahead, and then buying early, 
but not more than they intend to plant.

been the same record of shameless treach- 
ery and brutality as has been revealed 
since the war began. The Romans never 
treated a conquered province worse than 
Serbia and Armenia have been treated in 
the nineteenth century of the Christian 
era; the Borgias never developed a system 
of treachery which could compare with 
that spun by the Wilhelmstrasse. But the 
worst part, almost, of the whole thing, is 
the justification extended to these acts in 
civilized countries. History has shown that 
whenever luxury has mastered a people 
this people has become deadened to a sense 
of Principle. This is why the story of the 
Renaissance, with all its wonders of art 
and literature, is stained with the record 
of a Christian paganism ané a social ani- 
mality illustrated by the careers of men, 
otherwise such poles asunder, as John Tép- 
toft and Benvenuto Cellini.

Bonar Law Was Badly Informed. 

To begin with, Bonar Law was 
epparently very badly informed on 
Russian public opinion, or he would | 
never have made such a statement | 
in public. He could not have told. 
ihe Russians more plainly to stop | 
inlking about secret treaties and get 
back to the trenches, and that was | 
shout all the Russians needed to ex- | 
vlode. They exploded, too, and one! 
of the most curious things about it 
is thet Mr. Bonar Law probably does | 
not realize to this day that he had 
anything to do with the Bolshevik | 
revolution. 

‘iranted that the Russians chose | 
1 very unfortunate time for talking | 
‘bout secret treaties—doubt the good | 
f.ith of it if you like——but there was 
ane unescapable fact, the Russians 
Lad been talking about hardly any- 
thing else for six months or more. 
So it was perfectly apparent that the 
matter had to be taken up in one 
way or another. In fact, the Paris 
eonference was originally agreed 
upon for August, and whatever men 
tn! reservations ‘there may have becn | 
about it in the nilfids of other peo- | 
nle, in the minds of the leaders of. 
the Soviet that conference was going | 
‘o spend a good share of its time on | 
the question of the aims of the war. 
Rut that conference kept being put 
off, and put off,*until the Soviet had 
nretty well lost patience. And then, 
at that unhappy moment, Mr. Bonar 
law made his few remarks. 

To get this clear, let us consider 
the whole question of secret treaties 
ws regarded in Russia, since the rev- 
olution. For that was the main- 
spring of the Bolshiviki revolution, 
and was so important to its success 
that Trotzky had to deliver and 
print those treaties immediately fol- 
lowing the revolution, or the strength 
of the new Government would have 
been very much lessened. I have | 
sometimes wondered what would 
have happened if Trotzky had had 
to search through the thousands olf 
papers in the Ministry of Foreign | 
Affairg to find them. Fortunately for 
him he did not have to search. Mr. | 
Neratoff, the bureaucratic head of 
the Ministry of Foreign Affairs, 
came and showed him where they 
were. Mr. Neratoff, by the way, was 
a holdover from time to time of the 
empire. Why did he help Trotzky 
find them? He certainly had no rev- 
olutionary reasons for wanting to see | 
them printed. Those who are mak- | 
ing grimaces over..the publishing of | 
these documents’might do well to 
give a little thought to the part in 
their publication played by Neratoff. 

But this is aside from the main | 
point. The important consideration 
is the revolution was only a month 
old when the Soviet spoke up in de- 
came forthwith, its program of 
‘“neace without annexations or con- 
tributions and the right of na- 
tions to decide their government and 
allegiance for themselves.” Ever 
since that has been one of the two 
chief points in revolutionary minds. 
The other is “land to the people.”’ 
The land question was the older, but 
the peace program has been the in- 
strument with which they upset Gov- 
ernments, within a few days of its 
annunciation, as soon as Miliukoff 
replied he was going to stand by 
the treaties as writen, they ran him 
out of office. It was the big issue of 
the first all-Russia Soviet held in 
June. All during the summer it pro- 
vided the material out of which was 
built up the sentiment against the 
“imperialistic allies.”” And when the 
Seviet came into its full growth in 
the reaction following the Korniloff 
afair you hardly heard ‘anything 
else in all Russia. 

At any time during this six months | 
period all talk about the “imperial- | 
istic allies” could have been ended | 
by simply calling off the old treaties. | 
It would not hawe even been neces-. 
sary to print tlfem, though that, too, | 
might as well have been done, as| 
the actual publication made the allies | 
appear much less imperialistic than | 
the vague hints that went before. In 
fact, the publication was something 
of a let-down, and the masses had 
an idea England and France in-| 
tended to swallow Germany and 
Austria whole. 

All this misunderstanding could 
have been avoided if the allied Gov- 
ernments had been able to orient 
themselves fast enough to the Rus- 
sinn situation. There was no ma- 
terial Advantage to be gained by 
keeping them alive. The actuating 
motive ost of them, the acquisi- 
tion of onsiantinople by Russia. 
which was obviously distasteful to 
Russia itself. They could simply 
have been done away with enough 
published. to satisfy curiosity and

A week later I sent the same 
information more definitely, stated 
in an interview with Trotzky; in 
fact he carried out later everything 
he told me in that interview. 


Before that interview was put on 
the cable, I learned later from the 
censor, it was shown to Tereschenko 
who decided to let it go. I do not 
know why he passed a cable fore- 
telling his own downfall; perhaps out 
of a sense of fairness; perhaps be- 
cause he had helped off the Bol- 
sheviki revolution so long he was 
tired of it and was willing to have 
a showdown. Undoubtedly, he 
thought the provisional government 
would win, though he had no reason 
for thinking so. 


The whole story of Tereschenko’s 
delusion—and the delusion of the 
allies—lies in comparison between 
the unsuccessful Bolshevik revolu- 
tion of July and the later successful 
Bolshevik revolution. The July revo- 
lution, which had the same purpose 
and the same leaders as the later 
revolution failed because the Soviet | 
was against it.

One hun- 
dred and sixty-five thousand yards of 
dirt has been displaced. The rest 
will move faster. 


Weather Handicaps. 

Dredging has proceeded despite 
the enormous handicap of ice. In 
the north basin, where the great 
ships will go after launching next 
fall to receive their final equip- 
me early three-fourths of a to- 
tal impediment of 1,590,000 cubic 
yards of muck have been removed 
In the west basin, where 2,300,000 
cubic yards must be removed and 
cribwork for piers constructed, 
dredging is under way. 

Shops have sprung up. The great 
plate and angle shop, 626x223 feet, 
where giant steel slabs for the sides 
of ships will be bent to their final 
shape, is 85 per cent finished. An 
enormous template shop stands com- 
pleted.

That Whatever the Outcome of 
the War May Be, Much of the 
Work at the Conference Will 
Stand, and That, Particularly, 
the Ukraine Should and Will 
Remain an Independent Common- 
wealth, Probably With Teutonic 
Sympathies.

4E principles recently laid down at Brest- 
iy Litovsk, the frontiers fixed and sketched, 
give to this congress an importance com- 
parable in modern history with the congress of 
Vienna. Like the treaty of Luneville, which 
abolished the Holy Roman Empire, this treaty— 
if it may be described as a treaty—temporarily, 
at least, destroys the Russian empire, and may 
prove with.respect to Eastern Europe as impor- 
tant as the treaty of Westphalia was for the 
West. 

The results of this momentous congress must 
be examined in three different ways: as to its geo- 
graphical, its political and its military circum- 
stances. At least three new nations were sketched 
and in a sense recognized in the outlines of the 
principles laid down at Brest. What are these 
states, as the map will later show them? What 
political relations will they have to the European 
system? Finally, what will the probable effect 
of this settlement be upon the world war? 

To begin at the beginning, the Brest-Litovsk 
agreement, so far as it affects Southern Rus- 
sia, creates a great independent state, having an 
area of more than 250,000 square miles—that is, 
greater than that of Austria-Hungary—with a 
population but little short of the 30,000,000 of 
France. This territory is, roughly speaking, 
bounded by the Black Sea, the territory of the 
Don Cossacks, west of the river of that name, the 
great Pripel Marshes, the old Austro-Russian 
frontier and the new frontier between that Po- 
land which is to be created and Ukraine. 


Essentials of a Nation. 
< 


This state is mainly populated by people with 
a sense of race solidarity and a long-cherished 
ideal of autonomy, if not actual independence. 
It is the richest agricultural region of Russia, and 
is in the main a land of small holdings and peas- 
ant ownership—quit contrasted with the condi- 
tions of other regions of Russia. This new state 
has reasonably well-marked natural frontier; it 
has an outlet on the sea, and may be regarded as 
having all the essentials of a separate nation. 

Less clear, yet not to be missed, is the prepa- 
ration for the construction of still another state— 
that if Lithuania, to include the somewhat hazy 
estate of the old Jagellon Lithuania and the Baltic 
provinces which at one time or another were, in 
part at least, held by the Teutonic orders. This 
state is to include practically all the Russian Bal- 
tic seacoast, with the great ports of Riga and Li- 
bau, and not impossibly Reval. It would have 
an area of about 60,000 square miles, half that of 
Italy, and a population of upward of 6,000,000; but 
this population would be mixed—mainly Lettish, 
but with strong Polish and Finnish infusions, 


rand an appreciable element of Germans. 


Unlike Ukrania, this Lithuanian state would 
lack real racial cohesion. It would be really a 
German-controlled facade, thrown across the Bal- 
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tic seaboard of Northern Russia, giving the Ger- } 


man masters actual mastery of the outlets of Rus- 
sia on the Baltic. It would be under the domi- 
nation of the numerically insignificant element of 
Germans—survivors of the old Teutonic orders; it 
would depend upon Germany for existence, and 
it would be the cause of another war if Russia 
ever became a powerful state, because such a state 
would of necessity have to gain an outlet on the 
sea. . 

Finally, the more or less definite indication of 
the Lithuanian and Ukranian frontiers reveals the 
Austro-German plan for Poland. This Poland is 
to be a relatively restricted state, smaller than 
Lithuania, and shut in between Germany, Lithu- 
ania, Ukrania and Austria—unless some portion 
of Galicia were added to it its area would be well 
under 50,000 square miles—less than that of 
New York State—holding a population a little 
above 10,000,000. It would be cut off from the 
sea by German Prussia and shut out of the Rus- 
sian markets, which it supplied with manufac- 
tured goods by the new frontiers. Such a Poland 
would be little more than a sham and mockery.

It would have a better chance of survival were 
Polish Galicia joined to it, but it would still be 
a helpless enclave in the German and Austrian 
controlled territories which would surround it. 

Now, as to the political alignment of these three 
states: Ukraina would have all the essentials 
of an independent state; 
into an alliance with the Central Powers, whose 
aid it would seek against invasion from the north 
by the Bolshevik armies, coming not so much to 
conquer and to restore Ukrania to Russia as to 
establish the doctrine of the Russian revolution 
and introduce the “class war, to which the Rus- 
sian Reds will now dedicate themselves, For the 
Central Powers, in peace or in war, Ukrania 
would be a natural granary, while it would not 
have to fear ultimate German absorption, since 
it lies outside the pathway of German ambition 
and is in the main, removed from German fron- 
tiers. 


eee 
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By the: Brest-Litovsk document, then, which 80 
far as the Ukranians are concerned is signed and 
agreed to on both sides, the Central Powers have 
created a new state of considerable size, likely to 
endure and to become a willing partner in any 
Mitteleuropa scheme, which is economic rather 
than political. In dividing Russia in half the 
Germans have created a natural ally, and fur- 
nished this ally with real reasons for alliance in 
the future. Ukrania may then easily replace Italy 
in the Triple Alliance, if this alignment persists 
after the war. 

‘Lithuania, on the other hand, is a fit state. It 
is highly artificial; it has no real excuse for ex- 
istence, and it can be of no permanent impor- 
tance save only for that time in which German 
armies are able to garrison its cities and carry 
out the will of the German minority. It deprives 
the Poles of one of their ancient outlets upon the 
sea, and it likewise throws the frontiers of North- 
ern Russia back from the free waters. It is un- 
mistakably an expression of the old-fashioned 
idea of following up a victorious war by the

seizure of provinces of the enemy, without re- 
gard to the rights or the desire of the inhab- 
itants. 

As to Poland, the Germans have designed to 
leave only a mutilated fragment, deprived of all 
outlet upon the sea; deprived of much territory 
whose population is predominantly Polish—both 
Russian and German territory. Even if Galician 
Poland is added to Russian, there will be made 
only a beginning of the real Poland; it will be at 
best a faint promise. Yet the liberation of sixteen 
or seventeen million’ Poles will be step toward 
the final restoration of that tragic people to 
freedom. As was said of Napoleon’s treatment 
of the Poles, this step either goes too far or not 
far enough; it gives the basis for hopes it does 
not realize, and by not realizing them it opens 
the way to new conflicts. But for the moment 
this Polish state is to exist on the map, bound 
by German bonds, even though it be nominally 
an Austrian dependency. 

No one should be deceived by any German 
propaganda into believing that 2a real Poland has 
been created. The new scheme does not in any 
sense provide the Polish people with the basis 
of free existence. It is mrely a plan for post- 
poning a final.settlement of the Polish question 
and freeing Germany of all charge of annexations 
on this side of Europe. But actually Lithuania 
and Poland will be two more subject states, each 
containing the seeds of a new European conflict. 
| a 

In addition, there is discoverable in the Brest- 
Litovsk plan the basis for a settlement with 
Rumania. This unhappy ‘state is to receive the 
Russian province of Bessarabia, and in return is 
to be compelled to give up the Dobrudja, which 
contains its only seaport, Constanzo. By this

But without minimizing the seri- 
ous effects of the eastern settlement, 
ond they are very serious for the al- 
lies, it is necessary to emphasize the 
corresponding weaknesses.

3s has overtaken Russia. And in the 
same way the element in Germany— 
and it is ever increasing—which de- 
sires peace and does not believe the 
western victory possible, will be for- 
lified by the revelation that the pro- 
longation of the struggle is due not 
to the necessity of. defending ‘Ger- 
many, but to the appetite of the mil- 
itary party for new conquests in the 
west and new victories in the field. 
This military party is sufficiently 
strong to have its way at the mo- 
ment, but another Verdun*might 
shake its power thoroughly. 


Austria’s Position. 

Yet the Austrian phase is far more 
important at the moment. Austria 
was forced into the war by the fear 
of ultimate Russian domination not 
alone of the Balkans, but of the 
Slav population of Austria. Her de- 
feats in the opening years of the war 
compelled her to surrender first her 
military and then her political inde- 
pendence. Only with German help 
could she repel the Russian, the Ru- 
manian and the Italian. While she 
needed this help she had to pay for 
it in obedience to Berlin. 

Today the several perils have van- 
ished. Russia is eliminated, not for 
a moment, but probably for many 
years—forever if the Ukrainian state 
sndures and develops as it may de- 
velop. Rumania has become a help- 
less fragment. Whatever happens 
now, the King of Rumania, deprived 
of Russian aid, removed from all 
communication with the allies, must 
bend his knee to the Hapsburgs. 
Hemmed in between Ukrainia, Bul- 
garia and Hungary, Rumania has no 
chance to resist now; nor is it easy 
to see how she can again escape from 
the domination of the Hapsburgs, 
whatever semblance of political free-

Late afternoon is the time when 
soldiers are most likely to be found 
at the railroad ‘“Y.’’ Frequently they 
are recruits, not yet drilled or uni- 
formed, on their way to Jefferson 
Barracks, from Northern recruiting 
stations. Sometimes they are com- 
panies, with officers in charge, go- 
ing to or from Texas camps and 
flying fields. And always, needing 
a little more attention and encour- 
agement than the rest, are the men 
who have been rejected from _ the 
army, and are on their none-too- 
joyous way home. 

One of these “rejects,” very young 
and very downhearted, was found 
a few evenings ago by Grover L. 
Simpson, chairman of the board, in 
charge of the building, sitting in a 
corner by himself. 

“They wouldn’t have me,” the boy 
explained to Simpson. “I’m only 16, 
but the folks at home all say I’m a 
scrapper. But they kept the fellows 
I brought.” 

“What fellows?’’ Simpson asked 
him. The boy then told how he had 
persuaded four others, all older than 
himself, in his home town in North 
Dakota, to enlist with him in the 
army. At Jefferson Barracks the 
examining officers had accepted the 
four, but had rejected him as too 
young. 

“I’m going to start shaving as 
soon as I get home,” the boy de- 
clared. “If I can get a beard to 
growing, I can get by all right.” 

Inquiry as to his resources for the 
trip back to North Dakota brough: 
the informatfon that he had his rail- 
road ticket, four sanawiches and 1 
cent. Before he left he was pro- 
vided with enough money to make 
the journey in comfort. | 

Sick “Reject” Given Attention. 

Another “reject,”’ suffering from 
pneumonia, was taken to the home 
of a family interested in the associa- 
tton’s work, and was kept until he 
was well. 

The last train for the Barracks, on 
the Missouri Pacific, leaves Union 
Station at 3:17 p. m. All parties of 
recruits arriving after that time 
wait in the city fomthe next morn- 
ing’s train. These recruit parties are 
not subject to the same restraints 
as organized bodies of soldiers, and 
if they were scattered around lodg:-:

When the electrician of the Auto- 
mobile Show in the great Southern 
Hotel Builging, now »the Exhibit 
Bullding, pulled ' the lever, at 11 
o’clock last night that flashed the 
information to the visitors at the 
show that the eleventh annual Au- 
tomobile Show was about to come to 
an end, there was ar almost audible 
sigh of regret. 

The show has been the best that 
Iaas ever been held by the St, Louis 
Automobile Manufacturers and Deal- 
ers’ Association. The setting has 
been the most beantiful. The at- 
tendance has been the largest and 
the results in outright sales of au- 
tomobiles have exceeded those of 
any other year. . 

Coupled with the rea) success of 
the show was the sentimental inter- 
est attached to the building in which 
it was held. The Southern Hotel has 
been part and parcel of the history 
and the business and social life of 
the city df St. Louis for more than 
half a century. The opening of the 
building by the automobile men for 
their big exposition, the turning on 
of the lights, brought back to the 
South end of uptown Broadway a 
new life. It really meant the renais- 
sance of Broadway. It meant the 
beginning of a new life in that dis- 
trict and the probable re-establish- 
ment of a large number of retail 
houses in that district. 

The eleventh annual Automobile 
Show was pronounced by all of the 
dealers to be a much greater success 
than had been anticipated. There 
was not a single exhibitor but who 
sold cars.

A new cushion tire ‘has just been 
announced by the Goodyear Tire and 
Rubber Co., which in many; classes 
of service, renders the most econom- 
ical service of any tire that has yet 
been developed.

which has already been manifested on 
the Stock Exchange. The Senate, it is 
true, rejected the amendment provid- 
ing for return of the railways to their 
private owners six months after peace 
is declared, and left the provision for 
18 months of retention by the Govern- 
inent, 

“If the House were to accept the 
senate’s action, and future Congresses 
were to make no. change, the proba- 
bility is that the railway managers 
themselves would be better satisfied 
with the longer than the shorter per- 
iod; for ‘demobilization’ of armies and 
industries will create temporarily as 
complicated a situation as ‘mobiliza- 
tion,’ and there may be quite as much 
need for the exercise of paramount 
= powers in one process as in the 
other, 


The Action of Congress. 

“But the truth fs that no provision 
enacted today, and naming the date 
for returning the railways to their 
owners, can amount to anything more 
than an expression of the wish of the 
present Congress. Any future Con- 
gress or any future session could 
umend or rescind it The real im- 
portance of any specific declaration 
of the sort, in the present bill, is that 
it sets forth clearly the purpose of 
the present lawmakers. 

“Te will dispose altogether of the 
possibility that the courts might 
hereafter construe the railway control 
uct of 1918, as having implied the in- 
tention, on the part of Congress, to 
retain the roada indefinitely. 

The more practically interesting 
purts of the Senate bill are its pro- 
vislon——necessary under the circum- 
stances—that the Government, in ad- 
ministering the roads, need not be 
bound by existing restrictive legisla- 
tion, and the further provision that 
changes in rates shall be initiated by 
the President, but reviewed by the 
Interstate Commerce Commission. 

“Apparently, this last provision was 
drawn up with a view to meking pos- 
sible prompt.increase in rates, while 
still leaving the commission to pass 
on and correct inequities or injustices 
which might arise from such action. 

“The Government's action in this 
matter, if the bill passes in the pres- 
ent form, will be highly interesting, 
and may conceivably set some scurt 
of precedent for the longer future. 
At all events, rates must apparently 
be raised at once, unless the Gov- 
ernment is to be a heavy loser 
through such drastic orders and em- 
bargoes as have already been. promul- 
gated, represents an important 
uchtevement. But it was accom- 
plished at the expense of the rail- 
ways’ earning power, and the same 
result ig likely to follaw future. pol- 
iclas; of the Director-General, 

"> Market Shows Selling. 

“It is possible that the week-end 
reaction of the Stock Market in 
some way reflected the market's 
views of the German advance into 
Russia, and the situation created by 
it. If this meant simply that Wall 
Street wag unable to draw any except 
confused and perplexing inferences 
from that episode, the market might 
be pardoned for retreating. Anyone 
can construct his own theory as to 
what will immediately result from 
thi extraordinary invasion, and how 
it® affect the fortunes of the war. 

t is not illogical to assume that 
Germany's weak-kneed allies will be 
heartened, her own sullen people si- 
lenced, or stupified, and the war con- 
tinued with enhanced prestige for the 
Berlin militarist cabal. 

“Still there are a multitude of other 
and conflicting possibilities in this 
Strange chapter of events. Through 
ite captures in the wake of the flee- 
ing Bolshevik troops, the German 
urmy has added largely to its own 
urtillery and munitions. But it is ai- 
verting from other purposes, the 
urmy of invasion and occupation, 
which has its bearing on the much- 
advertised ‘grand offensive’ on the 
Western front. 

“It is creating for Germany her- 
self a political problem of great com- 
plexity and gravity, and, while pur- 
eulit of the hair-brained Bolshevik 
fanatics, who begin resistance by de- 
mobilization and surrender, can hard- 
ly parallel the circumstances of Na- 
poleon’s ill-fated Russian campaign, 
there are opportunities for military, 
a8 well as political miscarriage. 

“On all this, it is hardly worth 
while to speculate. Very recent ex- 
perience has shown how very apt the 
astern situation is to change com- 
pletely over night, and it may be re- 
versed tomorrow, so far as concerns 
the German policy. 


“Apart from the purely military 


aspects of the episode, there is this 
much of actual reassurance in it— 
that the world has witnessed a highly 
practical demonstration of the result 
of the ultra-socialist scheme of gov- 
ermment in operation. The ignomin-

HEY bear the grea.

our houses we come in contact with mothers who have 

lost their sons of are living in an anxiety which is more cruel than death. 


Let us try to understand the loss that is theirs. They know what it, 


is, but they do not tell it to us men. 

In their declining years, the boys are taken from them in the prime 
of life. When little children die, it seems as if the infant souls scarcely 
go away, but linger about her who brought them into the world, waiting 
for the hour when they shall return in a new form. The death that visits 
the cradle is not the same death that spreads terror over the world. 

But a son who dies at twenty does not come back, he leaves no hope 
behind. He takes away with him all the future in store for his mother, 
all that she had given him, all the promise that was in him; the pains and 
griefs and smiles of birth and childhood, the joys of youth, the recom- 
pense and reaping of maturity, the support and peace of old age. 

He takes away far more than himself; it is not.his life alone that 
ends; it is days without number that are suddenly cut off, a line of pos- 
terity that is snuffed out; a crowd of faces, laughter and games and tiny 
caressing hands that fall at” one blow on the field of battle, say adieu to 
the sun and return to the earth before they have known it. All this the 
eyes of our mothers see even if they do not reckon it, arid it is this that 
makes none of us able at certain moments to bear the weight and sad- 
ness of their gaze.

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William M. Kenney, new Executive Director of Great Northern’s 
8000 miles of lines, has made way to top entirely by his 
own efforts—He has been “a horse for work” from boy- 
hood and only his family can divert him from his a 
—Self-reliant democrat and diplomat $3 2: 


ANY persons have wondered when 
William P. Kenney, new president 
of the Great Northern Railroad, 
sleeps. Here is part, if not all, of 
the secret, disclosed by a friend. 


Sometimes, over the heaps of pa- 


pers which he takes home with him 
nightly from his office, Kenney’s head droops, his eye- 
lids close, and he “catches 40 winks.” Then with a 
start he is up and at it again. In the morning he will 
be at his desk at 8 o'clock with so much finished work 
that his associates incline often to suspect him of not 
having retired at all. 

Kenney once was a newsboy. He has made his own 
way entirely and has become head of one of the 
country’s largest transportation systems at the early 
age of 48. Industriousness probably more than any 
other characteristic has been responsible for his rise. 
Work is his occupation, avocation, fad and recreation, 
and has been from his boyhood. About the only thing 
which can divert him from it is his family. He mar- 
ried almost at the beginning of his career, and is de- 
voted to his wife and six children—three sons and three 
daughters. 

All over the Hil) lines Kenney is known as “a horse 
for work.” But aside from his capacity in that direc- 
tron he is a democrat of democrats and has a natural 
tact, an unusual memory and a native ability to absorb 
details which, in connection with-his indefatigable ap- 
plication, have stood him in good stead. 

As an instance of his self-reliant methods of work 
it is related that when Benjamin Campbell was a vice 
president of the Great Northern and Kenney was his 
assistant, several officials of the road, including Camp-~- 
bell, were indicted on charges of rebating. Kenney, 
as a witness, testified that the matters complained of 
were handled entirely by himself on behalf of the 
company, and that his chief knew absolutely nothing 
about them. An attorney for the prosecution fuming- 
ly questioned the possibility that practices such as were 
alleged, and of the importance which attached to them, 
could go on in a department without the knowledge 
of its head. 

Kenney replied in effect that the test of his value to 
Mr. Campbell was the extent to which he could stand 
between him and the detail work of his department; 
that the matter under examination was a detail for 
which he felt fully competent to assume responsibility, 
and that there were affairs of considerable more im- 
portance with which he did not disturb his superior. 

Although his appointment to the presidency of the 
Great Northern was the visible mark of Kenney’s “ar- 
rival,” he had been on his way to it certainly for some 
time. He long ago came under the favorable notice of 
the elder Hill and for several years has been a trusted 
man in all of the larger Hill enterprises. He is a di- 
rector and member of the Executive Committees of the 
First National Bank cnd the Northwestern Trust Co. 
of St. Paul, both Hill institutions. 

It is said that Louis W. Hill, whose estimate of Ken- 
ney is the same as was that of his father, was directly 
responsible for one of the more important of his earlier 
advancements and one which put him in line for the 
presidency. Vice President Campbell had been ob- 
tained by the Great Northern from another road, and 
after a time surrounded himself with some of the 
men who formerly had worked with him. Among 
these was Harry M. Adams, who also has risen rapidly 
s.nee that time. Adams now is vice president in 
e.arge of traffic for the Missouri Pacific Railroad, with 
. headquarters in St. Louis, and recently was loaned 
by his company to the Governmment to be director 
of freight and passenger traffic for the War Depart- 
ment, under Gen. Goethals. 

Campbell wanted an assistant, and consulted Hill 
regarding the matter. Hill asked if he had anyone in 
mind. Campbell mentioned Adams. 

“Well, your man may be all right, and I have no 
doubt he is,” Hill remarked, “but we also have some 
bright young men of our own, and Kenney is one of 
them.” He was not insistent, but Campbell took the 
hint and Kenney was moved up from the position of 
assistant general freight agent. The question, however, 
apparently was more one of seniority than of the 
comparative ability of the two men. 

Kenney was born at Fort Atkinson, Wis., and 
moved to Minneapolis when a boy. It was not long 
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until he obtained a delivery route 
from a morning newspaper. Aft- 
er several hours of work before 
most persons were up he would 
put in a full day at school, and 
then work as a messenger boy 
for the Western Union Tele- 
graph Co. in the later afternoon. 
At odd times he studied teleg- 
raphy. While still a youth he 
got a job as night operator at 
Rochester, Minn., for the St. 
Paul & Kansas City Railroad, 
now the Chicago Great Western. ° 
From there he was transferred 
to the local agent’s office of the 
road in Minneapolis. In those 
days things were less specialized 
than now, and local agents had 
wide jurisdiction. Yard crews, 
for instance, reported to them. 
Also, there was more interchange 
of work. So young Kenney not 
infrequently would go

out to the yards and 
take a hand at switch- 
ing. Otherwise he kept 
himself busy by study- 
ing shorthand, which 
brought him an oppor- 
tunity to go into the 
general agent's office as 
telegraph operator and 
stenographer. Before 
long a new executive 
somewhere above dis- 
charged Kenney’s im- 
mediate superior, the 
general agent. Feeling 
that an injustice had 
been done in the mat- 
ter, Kenney, in a spirit 
of loyalty, resigned.

PRESIDENT OF GREAT NORTHERN 


Great Northern Railway's Three Chief 
Executives Average 44 Years in Age 


ITH the elevation of William M. Ken- 
ney to the presidency of the Great 
Northern Railroad at the age of 48, 
another of the road’s young men has 
been given marked advancement. Ralph Budd, 
who has been assistant to President Hill, has 
been made executive vice president, meaning that 
at least part, if not all, of the other vice presi- 
dents will report to him instead of directly to 
the president. Budd is only 40 years old. He 
was born in Waterloo, Io., and began his rail- 
road career in the engineering department of 
the Chicago Great Western Railway in 1899. 
From 1902 to 1905 he virtually reconstructed 
the entire Rock Island system. While at that 
task he met John F. Stevens, noted Panama Ca- 
nal engineer, and in 1906 joined him on canal 
work. He became identified with the Hill forces 
in 1909 and his first job was to build the Oregon 
Trunk Line into Central Oregon, a $15,000,000 
project. 

His promotion and that of Kenney follows the 
policy of the late James J. Hill of putting young 
men in responsible positions in the management 
of the Great Northern Railroad. The appoint- 
ments were made at this time, Louis W. Hill 
announced, because it was imperative the road 
should have additional executives in order to co- 
operate in the fullest way with the Government. 

Mr. Hill himself is 44 years old, so that the 
average of the ages of himself, Mr. Kenney and 
Mr. Budd, the Great Northern's three chief 
executives, is 44 years. 


i. 


Line, a fast freight service, he became its local con- 
tract agent. 

Later he obtained the position of chief clerk to W. 
W. Broughton, general freight agent of the St. Paul 
& Duluth Railroad. He stayed with Broughton in that 
capacity when the Great Northern absorbed the St. 
Paul & Duluth, in about 1898, and Broughton became 
assistant general freight agent of the Great North- 
ern; and when Broughton became traffic manager 
of the Eastern Railway of Minnesota, a Hill property. 

Kenney now was beginning to make his real mark 
and in about a year he was appointed assistant gen- 
eral freight agent of the Great Northern, and it wag 
about a year after that that he became assistant to 
Vice President Campbell, who now is vice president 
of the New Haven road. Two years later Campbell 
resigned, Kenney’s old chief, Broughton, became gen- 
eral traffic manager and Kenney himself assistant gen- 
eral traffic manager.

Te declared, presumably with Government authority, 
that the inventor of the plan, and the man who de- 
veloped it, was William J. Donnelly, a New York ma- 
rine engineer, working under the authorization of the 
Naval Consulting Board. He added that at least one 
ship so equipped then lay at an American port. 

Since that time it has become known that the ship 
is the Lucia, which -was seized from the German 
Government, and that she now is at Mobile, prepared 
to make her first journey across the Atlantic in de- 
fiance of the worst that the enemy torpedoes can do. 
Information also is at hand as to the details of how 
she was converted from a vulnerable ocean carrier to 
a vessel which, it is declared, wi!] still remain afloat 
though a hole 30 or 40 feet in width be blown in her 
side. 

It was accomplished by the use of thousands of 
“buoyancy boxes,’ which are added to the structure of 
the ship. They are put in position on the sides of the 
hold, the bottom and on the under side of the lower 
decks. Each box is made of boxboard and each is wa- 
ter-tight. The final process in the construction of an in- 
dividual box is to cover it with galvanized iron, and it 
is then ready to be placed in position. 

Should the ship be torpedoed, Mr. Donnelly declares,

The cost of equipping a ship 
with ‘“‘buovancy boxes” is only 
10 per cent of the original cost 
of the vessel, which is incon- 
siderable, in view of the high 
insurance rate.

20 per cent, on the other this 
would be more than offset by 
keeping the smaller cargoes 
from becoming the prey of Ger- 
man U-boats.. Thus, for every

in a ship’s hold, 20,000 feet

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Widow to whom American Croesus left $29,000,000 
reported wedded in Switzerland to Prince Christo- 


pher of Greece, youngest brother of deposed King 
Constantine—Recalls “War of Diamonds” waged 
between first and second wives of “Tin King,” who 
was once railroad conductor in Indiana — Prince 


first cousin of King of Denmark 


LONDON journal of fashion announced a few 
days ago the marriage in Switzerland 
of Mrs. William B. Leeds to Prince 
Christopher of Greece, youngest brother 
of the deposed King Constantine. Thus 
this American woman, whose second 
husband, the late tin-plate king and 

railroad magnate, William B. Leeds, was once a rail- 
road conductor in Indiana, becomes allied by mar- 
riage with the royal Mouses of Greece and Denmark, 
to say nothing of the relations established by the 
mat:ngs of her husband's brothers with Princesses of 
the houses of Hohenzollern, Romanoff and sonaparte. 

Prince Christopher, who is 30 years old, is first 
cousin to King Christian X of Denmark. His broth- 
er, former King Constantine, is married to Princess 
Sophie of Prussia, a sister of the German Emperor. 
Another brother, Prince George of Greece, married 
Princess Marie Bonaparte; and still another, Prince 
Nichalos, is the husband of the Grand Duchess Helene of 
Russia—if she still retains the title abolished by the 
revolution. The present King of Greece, Alexander, is 
a nephew of Prince Christopher. The latter is the 
youngest son of the late King George of Greece, who, 
a scion of the sovereign family of Denmark, was placed 
on the Greek throne in 1863 by England, France and 
Russia. 

At about the same time that the diplomats were ar- 
ranging the affairs of Greece—with world-notori- 
ous results in the great war—an American, Wil- 
liam B. Leeds, was born in the Middle West. No 
one coifld have suspected that these two events, 
one brilliant and the other obscure, could have had 
any connection with each other. Yet they were 
the origins of the royal marriage which has just 
occurred between the beautiful and spectacular 
American widow and Prince Christopher of Greece. 

In the year 1883 Leeds was a conductor on an 
Indiana division of the Vandalia Railroad, at a sal- 
ary of $50 a month. Enjoying a similar position in 
the same division was Daniel G. Reid, later a tin 
and railroad millionaire. 

Both were dischcarged by a new manager of 
the road, Leonard F. Loree, who declared they 
were being paid too much for the work they did. 
The two young men swore vengeance, which they 
were able to take in later years in a singular 
fashion. Reid entered a bank in Richmond, Ind., 
and by hard work rose to be vice president. Leeds 
entered the railroad field service with a survey- 
or’s gang, and in 1885 became assistant engineer 
of the Columbus division of the Pennsylvania Rail- 
road. ‘ 

About the beginning of the '90s he went to Eu- 
rope on a holiday, sightseeing, as his habit was, 
with his eyes wide open. Wales fascinated him. 
Wales was the country that supplied the world 
with tin. He knew that huge tin deposits in In- 
diana had lain idle because the tin of Wales held the 
world’s markets. The people of Indiana, whose houses 
were built over tin deposits, paid to Welsh manufac- 
turers every year thousands of dollars for tin. 

Returning to his native State, Leeds talked tin, 
thought tin, dreamed tin. A change in the tariff about 
this time had placed a duty on tin, and here was his 
opportunity. Reid was his close confidant. In the 
end they gathered a small group of helpers and built 
the first tin-plate mill of any importance in the coun- 
try. In seven years that mill was the head and center 
of the Tin Trust, and both Leeds and Reid were mil- 
lionaires many times over. 

They gained control of the Rock Island Railroad and 
made Loree, their ancient enemy, its general manager. 
They paid him back for the old injury with usury, for 
their plan in elevating him to this height was only 
to let him drop the farther and harder when they were 
ready. In a few months they found fault with his 
work and eventually turned him out as he had served 
them in the past. ; 

During all of his years of struggle and poverty, Leeds 
had been faithfully aided by his wife, who was Miss 
Jeanette Irene Carr of Richmond, Ind. It is said that 
her money helped build the first tin-plate mill, the 
foundation of her husband’s millions. But with ad- 
vancing prosperity their affection grew cold. Leeds 


traveled much, but 
she remained at 
her Indiana home.

She agreed, on condition, it 
was stated, that Leeds pay her $1,0@9,000 in cash. Leeds 
and Mrs. Worthington were married in 1904. 

But the first Mrs. Leeds nursed private projects of 
revenge, and she undertook to gain it by methods which 
set society to gasping. Leeds and his wife went to 
Palm Beach for the honeymoon, and who should turn 
up there at the same hotel, with 30 trunks of clothes, 
but Mrs. Leeds No. 1? The rivals instantly began a 
war of diamonds, pearls and finery in which money 
was spent like water. Each attempted to outshine the 
other in magnificence of attire. The first Mrs. Leeis 
was conceded to have won the initial skirmish at 
Palm Beach, for her successor, taken by surprise, had 
to suffer the humiliation of wearing at a musicale the 
same dress she had worn at a luncheon that very same 
day. 

Mrs. Leeds No. 1 pursued the couple on their travels 
in this country and even in Europe, and waged vali- 
antly the battle of clothes and expenditure. The con- 
test grew to have an international interest. But in 
the end the heavier artillery won, for Leeds had many 
millions where his former wife had but one, and ne 
was not backward in lavishing them on his wife. 

His expenditures for her seemed mostly to have a

million dollars as their unit. He provided her with @ 
town house in New York which cost $1,000,000; the 
same sum was spent on a “cottage” for her at New- 
port; he paid a lixe amount for a sea-going yacht, ou 
which the couple traveled from one European waterirg 
place to another, with their Nemesis always turning 
up wherever they arrived. 

But she withdrew from the contest at last, when 
Leeds purchased for his wife a string of perfect:y 
matched pearls at a cost of nearly a quarter of a mil- 
lion dollars. They came to public notice through a 
contretemps with the customs officials at New York. 
The dealer from whom they were purchased entered 
them as unstrung pearls, and paid the 10 per cent duty, 
amounting to $25,000. Later the officials noticed that 
the pearls were all pierced and that all needed to con- 
vert them into a necklace was a little string of gold or 
platinum. So it was decided to assess the pearls as 
a necklace, and an additional duty of $110,335 was ex- 
acted. The sum was paid under protest and the case 
carried to the courts, where the decision was adverse 
to Mrs. Leeds. But it was money well spent, for when 
Mrs. Leeds appeared with the necklace gleaming on 
her throat, her. rival gave up the fight in despair. 

Mrs. Leeds then began a triumphant campaign for 
social recognition in New York and Newport. Sh2 
was able to enlist as her sponsor Mrs. Oliver H. P. 
Belmont, and Leeds obtained social credentials through 
James de Wolf Cuiting, Elisha Dyer and Sydney J. 
Smith. 

But all his wars of business and society wore down 
Leeds’ health, and tn 1906, two years after his second 
marriage, he suffered a stroke of paralysis. He was 
stricken a second time at the beginning of 1908, and 
was rushed to France for treatment by celebrated spe- 
cialists. There he died in June of that year. By the 
terms of his will he left nothing to his first wife, but 
bequeathed $1,000,000 to their son, Rudolph G. Leeds. 
Except for a few other small gifts, he left his entire 
fortune to his widow, including the mansion at 897 
Fifth avenue, the Newport palace which had belonged 
to Frederick Vanderbilt, and some $29,000,000 worth of 
stocks and bonds. : ;

REGARD the revevery of the 
Munro diamonds as the most 
skillful and marvelous piece of 
detective work that has come 
under my direction during 
20 years of service. 


My investigation at the hotel was 
v ithout reward, for the thief had not 
forced the door, and had otherwise 
left not even so much as a finger 
print. Therefore it was necessary te

During their happy 
and prosperous married life Munro 
presented his wife with many jewels 
including some magnificent pearls 
and diamonds. But, after a few yeara, Munro died and 
his widow decided to visit her native land in order 
to get away, for the time being, from the scenes of 
her great bereavement. ; 

Through thoughtlessness or vanity she brought with 
her jewels moderately estimated at a quarter of a mil- 
lion dollars. With her were two maids, who were 
really her companions, being connected by birth with 
the Munro family; and this perhaps added to her feel- 


ing of security--she took no particular precaution for 


the safety of herself or her jewels. 

While in Chicago Mme. Munro had a desire to see 
a schoolgirl friend who had married and taken up her 
abode there.

‘over part of the earth. The greatest width of the 
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Shadow 167 miles wide, hundreds of 


thousands of miles long, and travel- 
ing at the rate of more than 1000 to 
5000 miles an hour, caused by the 
passage of the moon between the sun 
and the earth, will pass diagonally 
across the United States during the 
davlight hours of June 8, and will be 
visible in every section of the coun- 
try—Will require: only 47 minutes to 
travel entire distance from coast to 
coast—Scientists already are making 
preparations to make exhaustive in- 
vestigation of great sky phenomenon 


T suntise on June 9 of this year will occur 

one of the greatest of sky phenomena. 

On that day the moon, in its travels 

around the earth, will cast between the 

earth and the sun a shadow 167 miles 

wide, and this shadow, which will ap- 

® pear at a time of day when it will be 

visible to a large proportion of the world’s popula- 

tion, will travel over the earth at the rate of between 
1000 and 5000 miles an hour, 


The shadow will first appear at sunrise on June 9 
(it will be June 8 in the United States) on the little 
island of Borodino off the coast of Japan. It then 
will sweep eastward and, having by this time at- 
tained a speed of 33 miles a minute, will arrive two 
hours and 15 minutes later, or at 2:55 p. m., Pacific 
time, at the mouth of the Columbia River in Wash- 
ington State, 

For the next 47 minutes, people in every part of the 
United States—in those sections, of course, favored with 
clear skies—will be privileged to witness an eclipse of 
the sun such as has not been seen in this country 
in a great many years. 

The last great eclipse observed in America was that 
of May 28, 1900, but the one of this. year will surpass 
it both in total path length and the available terri- 
tory which it covers. The same. is true with reference 
to the eclipse of 1878, although the one in 1865 equaled 
the coming one in total path length. 

From the Columbia River the path of the total 
eclipse will sweep Southeast, will pass the Mississippi 


“River at 5:37 p. m., central time, and will leave the 


coast of Florida at 6:43 Eastern time. Three minutes 
later it will be lost in the sunset 400 miles at sea. 


Those persons living on the track of the eclipse, or 
those sufficiently interested who travel to a point in 
the path, will be the only ones able to see the eclipse 
in totality, Residents of other sections of the coun- 


try will see it only partially, according to their distance 
from the track, but it nevertheless will be an impos- 
ing sight. Cambridge, Mass., for instance, as will. be 
seen by a reference to the map on this page, is many 
hundreds of miles from the path, but the per cent 
of totality even there will be 63 per cent. 

The path of totality is clearly indicated by the lines 
on the map. The figures at the right give the duration 
of totality as seen on the central line of the track in 


‘minutes and seconds, those at the left are the standard 


times of the beginning of the total phase for the cor- 
responding points in the central path, and under the lat- 
ter will be found the sun’s altitude. To find the per cent 
of the eclipse for any place not on the map, deduct 1 
per cent for every 30 miles the place is from the mid- 
dle line of the eclipse track.. St. Louis, for instance 
is 360 miles from the middle of the track, hence the 
per cent of totality is 88. 

Scientists have noted with interest that the coming 
eclipse is a return of the one of 1900. The length of 
the Saros, or interval between eclipses, Was deter- 
mined by the ancient Chaldeans as 18 years, 111-3 
days (101-3 days if five leap years had intervened). 


‘The eclipse’of May 28, 1900, occurred about 8 a. m. If 
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shadow is 167 miles. It passes over the observer at 
the equator at the rate of 1060 miles an ‘hour, but for 
higher altitudes the speed is very much greater and 
when the shadow falls very obliquely this speed may 
amount to 5000 miles an hour. The length of the 
moon’s shadow varies between 228,300 and 236,050 miles. 

“The longest duration of a solar eclipse is seven min- 
utes and 58 seconds. In our latitude, however, the du- 
ration of a total-solar eclipse can barely exceed six 
minutes,” 

Anyone who has witnessed a solar eclipse under 
favorable conditions doubtless remembers the feeling 
of awe which it inspired. Shortly before totality, 


‘shadows of foliage assumed a pecullar appearance. 


The light, coming from the edge of the sun only; pro- 
‘duced an effect more like that of oxy-hydrogen light. 
Animals acted strangely and in a perplexed manner, 
and birds went to roost. 

As a rule, too, the temperature falls'a few degrees 
and sometimes dew appears, Alternating light and 
dark bands appear on white surfaces, supposed to be 
due to irregular atmospheric refraction of the lighf 
from the sun’s still exposed surface. As soon as total- 
ity beging the corona and the prominences of the sun

Total solar eclipses always are occasions for great 
preparation among scientists, for opportunity is af- 
forded to correct existing tables of the sun’s and 
moon’s motion, search for intramercurial planets and 
study of fringes around the sun. Measurements also 
can be taken of the -intensity of light and spectro- 
scopic observations made upon the lowcr atmosphere of 
the sun. Astronomical photography is afforded a won- 
derful field, and the coming.eclipse doubtless will be 
productive of some wonderful photographs, made _ pos- 


sible by greatly improved instruments since the Op- 


portunity of their use was 1l-st afforded. . 
There was a time when such @ celestial phenomenon 
as an eclipse of the sun was believed to be a visita- 


tion of the wrath of God, and aroused terror instead.

2,064,679 tons. Complete returns from France, Italy, 
Japan and other nations were not available, but the 
British authorities did not believe that their combined 
output would equal that of the United States. In that 
case submarine sinkings more than doubled all ton- 
nage produced. 

It has been variously estimated that the amount of 
tonnage produced in the United States in 1918 would 
be from 2,500,000 tons to 4,000,000 tons. Shipping 
Board members have declared that at least 3,500,000 
tons would be completed. No estimate of Great Brit- 
ain’s output has been received, but that country is 
expected to materially increase its 1917 figures. Jap- 
an’s operations just now are hampered by a lack of 
steel, but this handicap is expected to be overcome 
shortly. That ¢ country also is expected to increase its 
output this year, but other countries are building few 
ships.
